The south side is bordered by the Kir sky’s Garden and on tne eastern 
side is the Petrin park and the original Castle wall, called Strahov s 
walls. Cm the west side is a building material storage. 

(1) Pence - on the Patrin pak side is a closely boarded ^o^en fence 
as”a” continuation of the Castle wall. There is also a heuge along- 
side the wooden fence.

The rings are formed by two wheels having about Jj.0-60 centimeters 
space in between. The two wheels are joined by a series of metal 
strips about 10 centimeters wide.

3. Some details about the military unit . 

The soldiers wear khaki uniforms, red-bordered black epaulettes and 
signal corps insignia. 

There are about 300 soldiers stationed here. 

In the newly built barracks is supposed to be the HQ of Communication 
Service for Bohemia and Moravia and from here are controlled all 
short wave radio communications between military units. 

A network of shortwave radio stations was erected in the whole country 
(on hills). These stations function as amplifiers as they are linked 
with the nearest transmitters. 

There are, allegedly, about 30-H0 of such transmitters each manned 
by 5 persons. 
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
